2. The averments of the petition are as 
follows:— 

The Petitioner worked as a Coal Filler. His services 
were regularised. At material time, the petitioner 
was working under the 1st respondent in 8-A 
Incline. The petitioner worked as Coal Filler and 
maintained attendance till 1999. The petitioner 
blessed with a female child Rajakumari after 20 
years after his marriage. The girl is suffering with 
congential Acyanotic heart disease sympomatic 
for the 3rd day after birth i.e., on 29-4-1994 the 
petitioner has no one to look-after except his 
illiterate wife to look-after the ailing daughter 
Rajakuman. He had provided medical treatment to 
his daughter at Singareni Collieries Area Hospital, 
Ramagundam, Osmaina Gandhi Hospital. 
Hyderabad and Nizam Institute of Medicai 
Sciences, Hyderabad by spending huge amounts. 
Due to that he attended to his duties only 18 days 
Chargesheet was issued to him on 28-3-2*000 under 
order No. 25/25 Habitual Late Attendance and 
habitual absence from duties without sufficierit 
cause”.

Chargesheet is marked as Ex. M-l. Enquiry notice was 
sent to the petitioner i.e.. marked as Ex. M-2. Enquiry 
nomination letter is marked as Ex. M-3. Another enquiry 
notice was sent to the petitioner i.e.. Ex. M-4. Un¬ 
delivered postal cover is marked as Ex. M-5. The 
contention of the respondent is that the petitioner left the 
work place without any prior intimation. The notice was 
also published in Telugu daily newspaper. The Paper is 
marked as Ex. M-6. The enquiry procds., and report of 
domestic enquiry is marked as Ex. M-7. Show cause 
notice and acknowledgement is marked as Ex. M-8. The 
Petitioner submitted mercy petition i.e. marked as Ex M-9. 
In that he admitted that he could not submit his 
respresentation to the chargesheet. The reasons stated 
by the petitioner is that his daughter suffering with heart 
disease. He is roaming around the hospitals i.e. from area 
hospital Ramagundam to NIMS, Hyderabad. The 
petitioner filed identity certificate for the purpose of 
arranging treatment at outside hospital on payment basis 
i.e. marked as Ex. W-2. He also filed Osmania General 
Hospital, Echo-colour Doppler supd. i.e. marked as Ex. 
M-3. The petitioner also gave application to the 
Management for payment of Rs. 21,500/- towards the 
medical bills of his daughter i.e. marked as Ex. W-4. 
Letter addressed by the Superintendent, Area Hospital 
to Chief Cordiologist. Osmania General Hospital is marked 
as Ex. W-5. Nizam Institue of Medical Sciences, out¬ 
patient Card is marked as Ex. W-6. Nizam Institute of 
Sciences, dated 2-3-1996 is marked as Ex. W-7. The 
discharge card is marked as Ex. W-8. NIMS Evening Special 


Clinic Card is marked as Ex. W-9. NIMS Morning Special 
Clinic Card dated 6-9-1999 is marked a. Ex. W-10. NIMS 
report is marked as Ex. 11. NIMS Morning Clinic card 
dated 9-7-2001 ismarkedasEx W-12. 

Ex. W-2 to Ex. W-12 shows that the petitioner is 
carrying his daughter to the hospitals for treatment. The 
contention of the petitioner is that no opportunity was 
given to him to participate in the enquiry. But the returned 
postal cover and publication in Vaartha paper marked as 
Ex. M-5 and Ex. M-6 shows that an opportunity was given 
to the petitioner. Further in his mercy petition, i.e. marked 
as Ex. M-9, he admitted that he could not give explanation 
due to his daughter’s illness. The show cause notice was 
received by the petitioner. It is duty of the petitioner to 
attened his duties or to know about the action taken by 
the respondents. InthemercypetitionmarkedasEx. M-9, 
the petitioner admitted his fault. The domestic enquiry 
was conducted as per the rules. The petitioner is showing 
the cause for his absence that his daughter fell sick and he 
is roaming around the hospitals. The company paid medical 
bills of his daughter as admitted by the petitioner. I feel 
that under the circumstances, a lesser punishment will 
meet the ends of justice. The respondents are directed to 
reinstate the petitioner as Coal Filler afresh. 

In the result, the petition is partly allowed. The 
respondents are directed to reinstate the petitioner into 
service as afresh. The petitioner shall be kept under 
observation for a period of one year. There shall be no 
order as to costs.

3. Management on the contraty after filling written 
statement-cum-rejoinder have denied all the claims and 
allegations which the sponsoring union asserted in the 
written statement submitted on behalf of the concerned 
workman. 

They submitted that the concerned workman started 
absenting from duty w.e.f. 6-2-95 unauthorisedly and 
without giving any infromation to them. Accordingly 
the Disciplinary Authority issued charge sheet 
No. PO(B)/PD/AbsenvH“B'795/224-51 dated 27-2-95. 
After receipt of the said charge sheet concerned workman 
submitted his reply but as it was not satisfactory, a 
domestic enquioiy was initiated against him. They 
disclosed that during hearing of domestic enquiry' 
proceeding the enquiry officer give him full opportunity 
to defend his case. They further disclosed that after 
completion of the hearing of enquiry preceeding the 
Enquiry Officer subnutted his report holding him guilty to 
the charges brought against him. The disciplinary 
Authority, thereafter, dismissed the concerned workman 
from his serivee w.e.f. 26-12-1995. 

They submitted that the Disciplinary Authority neither 
committed any illegality nor took any arbitrary decision in 
dismissing the concerned workman from sendee and for 
w hich he is not entitled to get any relief in view of his 
prayer. Accordingly, they submitted prayer to pass award 
rejecting the claim of the concerned workman. 

4. POINTS TO BE DECIDED.— 

"Whether the action of the management of Bachra 
Project of Central Coalfields Ltd. in termnating 
the sendees of Sri Somar Mahto Ex-Loader on the 
ground of unauthorised and habitual absent 
is right and justified, if not, to what relief is 
the workman entitled ?”. 

5. FINDING WITH REASONS.— 

It transpires from the record that before taking up 
hearing of this case on merit it was taken into consideration 
whether domestic enquiry held against the concerned 
workman was fair, proper and in accordance with the 
principle of natural justice. The said issue on preliminary 
point w'as disposed of in favour of the management vide 
order No. 14 dated 1 -2-2005. 

Now the point for consideration is whether the 
management have been able to substantiate the charge 
brought against the concerned workman and if so whether 
there is scope to review the order of dismissal issued 
against the management by the Disciplinary Authority . 

The specific contention of the Management is that 
the concerned workman w ithout giving any information 
or taking prior permission from the authority' started 
remaining himself absent from duty' unauthorisedly with 
effect from 6-2-95. 
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Now let it be considered if there is scope to review 


Accordingly, the Disciplinary Authority issued 
chargesheet to him Vide No. PO (B) /PD/Absent/n B / 
95/2247-51 dated 27-2-95 After receipt of the said 
chargesheet concerned workman submitted his reply. 
The chargesheet as well as reply given by the concerned 
workman during evidence of M.W.I. were marked as Exht 
M-l & M-2 respectively. It is the specific contention of 
the concerned workman that as he was not keeping good 
health for a considerable period for his better treatment 
he went to his native village taking casual levave but 
unfortunately owing to his serious illness he failed to 
attend to his place of work for duty and he intimated this 
fact to the Management with a prayer for sanctioning 
further leave. He alleged that instead of sanctioning leave 

they issued charge sheet to him. It transpires from the 
record that the concerned workman not only remained 
present at the time of hearing of the enquiry proceeding 
but also full opportunity was given to him to defend his 
case. Not only before the enquiry officer but also in course 
of hearing of this case by this Tribunal neither he nor his 
sponsoring union could be able to produce a single medical 
paper to show that he was under treatment and for which 
he could not attend the place of his work for duty. It has 
been disclosed by him that the went to his; native village 
for his treatment taking casual leave but failed to disclose 
for how many days and from which period he took casual 
leave. Considering the materials on record there is 
sufficient reason to hold that the concerned workman has 
failed to justify his claim that for his serious illness he 
could not attend to his duty. 

It is seen that management issued charge sheet to 
him on 27-2-1995 for his unauthorised absence i.e. from 
6-2-1995 to 27-2-1995, he remained himself absent from 
duty. It is his claim that he sent intimation to the 
Management about his illness and prayed for sanction of 
his leave. Inspite of claiming so in course of hearing he 
has failed to produce any paper to show that he gave due 
intimation of his ailment to the management Accordingly, 
in absence of cogent document I find no scope to accept 
the said plea. As the concerned workman remained absent 
from duty unauthorisedly and as such unauthorised 
absence amounted to misconduct as per clause 17(l)(d) 
& (n) as per Standing Order Management was justified in 
issuing charge sheet to the concerned workman. On 
careful consideration of all material facts I hold that 
management have been able to substantiate the charge 
brought against him. 

It is seen that after completion of hearing of the 
enquiry proceeding the enquiry officer submitted his report 
which during evidence of M.W. I. was marked as Exht. 
M-6. It is seen further that Disciplinary Authority after 
considering the said report and also considering other 
material aspects dismissed him from service. The order 
of dismissal from service duuring evidence of M.W. I. 
was marked as Exht. M-7.

Sec. 11-A of the Act speaks: 

“Where an industrial dispute relating to the 
discharge or dismissal of a workman has been 
referred to a Labour Court, Tribunal or National 
Tribunal for adjudication and, in the course of 
the adjudication proceedings, the Labour Court, 
Tribunal or National Tribunal, as the case may be, 
is satisfied that the order of discharge or dismissal 
was not justified, it may, by its award, set aside 
the order of discharge or dismissal and direct 
reinstatement of the workman on such terms and 

conditions, if any as it thinks fit, or give such other 

relief to the workman including the award of any 
lesser p unishm ent in lieu of discharge or dismissal 
as the circumstances of the case may require. ” 

Therefore, it is to be looked into as per provision of 
this section if the said order of dismissal issued by the 
Disciplinary Authority was justified and the same was 
proportionate to the misconduct committed by him. As 
per charge sheet it appears that the same was issued 
for remaining his unauthorised absence from 6-2-95 to 

27- 2-95 i.e. for a period of 21 days. It is the contention 
of the management relying on the charge sheet that he 
also remained on unauthorised absence from 6-6-1994 to 

28- 7-1994 but no evidence is forthcoming which step 
they took against him for committing misconduct on 
that ground. Therefore, there is reason to believe that 
they accepted the absence of the concerned workman 
and for which they did not consider necessary to issue 
any charge sheet to him. 

Therefore, it is seen that for 21 days unauthorised 
absence from duty by the concerned workman he was 
dismissed from service. There is no dispute to hold that 

he committed misconduct but considering the length of 

absence there is no scope to arrive into such conclusion 
that the misconduct which he committed was so grave 
that the deserved the order of dismissal from service. There 
is no dispute to hold that management is very much 
entitled to mflictpunishhment onthe workman if allegation 
of misconduct as per charge sheet is proved against him. 
The Order of dismissal is considered as most severe 
punishment if it is imposed on any workman. Therefore, 
before imposing any such punsihment degree of 
misconduct committed by a workman and its impact falls 
in the administration or in the production of the 
management are require to be looked into.

2. The case of the concerned workman accordi ng to 
written statement submitted by him in brief is as follows 

The concerned workman submitteed that he was 
loader posted at Bararee Collier}’ under the management 
He alleged that management disnussed him from service 
with effect from 23-4-97 vide letter No. BBC/97/1036 dated 
23 -4-97 on the charge of his remaining absent from duty for 
theperiodfrom 18-12-95to 3-11-96. 

He submitted that owing to his illness he was under 
treatment for the period from 13-12-95 to 3-11-96 and to 
that effect he sent information to the management. He was 
declared medically fit on 4-11-96 and with his medical 
certificate of fitness lie came to his place of work with a 
view'to resume his duty but management did not allow him 
to join his duty and thereafter issued charge sheet to him 
bearingNo. BBC/96/6737 dt. 12-11-96 for remaining absent 
from duty w.e.f. 13-12-95. He disclosed that on receipt of 
the said charge sheet he submitted his reply wherein lie 
disclosed the ground of his absence but management 
instead of accepting his reply initiated domestic enquiry 
against him. The Enquiry Officer though conducted the 
said enquiry against him was not in accordance with the 
principle of natural justice and accordingly after completion 
of that so-called enquiry submitted a perverse report 
holding him guilty to the charges brought against him. He 
submitted that the said Enquiry Officer during hearing of 
the enquiry proceeding did not give him fair opportunity 
to defend his case. However, management after completing 
the said enquiry' handed over a copy of the enquiry’ report 
to him to which he again gave his reply but the Disciplinary 
Authority without considering his reply dismised him from 
service illegally, arbitrarily and violating the principle of 
natural justice. After passing the said order of dismissal he 
again submitted representation to the management with 
prayer for his reinstatement into service but that as was 
not considered by them he raised an Industrial Dispute for 
conciliation which ultimately resulted reference to this 
Tribunal for adjudication. The concerned workman 
accordingly submitted his prayer to pass award directing 
the management to reinstate him in service from the date of 
dismissal setting aside that order with full back wages and 
other consequential rebels. 

3. Management on the contrary’after filing written 
s tatement-cum-rejoi nd er have denied all the claims and 
allegations which the concerned workman asserted in his 
written statement. They submitted that the concerned 
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workman started himself absenting from duty w.e.f. 
13-12-95 without giving any intimation or taking prior 
permission from the authority. They disclosed that as the 
said unauthorised absent from duty amounted to 
misconduct the Disciplinary authrority as f>er provision 
laid down in certified standing Order applicable to the 
workman of their Company issued charge sh eet to him dt. 

12-11-96. After receipt of the said charge shiset concerned 
workman submitted his reply but as the reply given by him 
was not satisfactory it was decided to hold domestic 
enquiry against him and accordingly Mr. A.B. Sinha, 
Personnel Manager, Bararee Colliery was appointed as 
Enquiry Officer to conduct the said domestic enquiry. 

They submitted that in course of hearing of the said 
enquiry not only the concerned workman was present but 
also full opportunity was given to him to defend his case. 

They submitted that the said enquiry officer after 
completing hearing of the enquiry proceeding submitted 
his report holding the concerned man guilty to the charge 
brought against him. They further submittisd that copy of 
the enquiry report was handed over to him for submitting 
his explanation further before taking decision against him 
and he submitted his explanation. The Disciplinary 
Authority thereafter considering his explanation, enquiry 
report and other materials dismissed him from service of 
the company. They submitted that considering conduct of 
the concerned workman they neither committed any 
illegality nor took any arbitrary decision in dismissing him 
from service. Accordingly, they submitted prayer to pass 
award rejecting the claim of the concerned workman. 

4 POINTS TO BE DECIDED 

“Whether dismissal from service of Siri SaquRabidas 
w.e.f. 23-4-97 by the management of BCCL Bararee 
Colliery Ltd. is proper, legal and justified? If not to 
what relief the workman is entitled to.” 

5. FINDING WITH REASONS 

It transprires from the record that before taking up 
hearing of this case on merit date was fixed for taking into 
consideration if domestic enquiry conducted against the 
concerned workman was fair, proper and in accordance 
with the principle of natural justice. The said issue on 
preliminary point was disposed of in favour of the 
management vide order No. 13 dt 1-10-04. 

Now the point for consideration is whether the 
management have been able to substantiate the charge 
brought again! him and if so whether there is any scope to 
review the said order of dismissal u/s 11-A.ofthe Industrial 
Disputes Act. 

Considering the materials on record there is no 
dispute to hold that the concerned workman was a loader 
at Bararee Colliery It is the specific Jillegation of file 
management that the concerned workman started remaining 
himself absent from duty w.e.f. 13-12-95 without giving 
any intimation or taking prior permission from the 


management. As the said unauthorised absence amounted 

to misconduct as per clause 26:1:1 of the Certified Standing 
Order applicable to the workman of the Company. The 
Disciplinary Authority issued charge sheet to him which 
in course of hearing was marked as Ext. M-l. The charge 
sheet was issued on 12-11-96. Therefore it transpires clearly 
that from 13-12-95 to 12-11-96 the concerned workman 
remained himself absent from duty. It is admitted factthat 
concerned workman not only received charge sheet but 
also submitted its reply. From the reply given by the 
concerned workman it transpires that owing to his illness 
he oould not attend to his duty w.e.f. 13-12-95 and remained 
under treatment of Private Doctor of the nursing home till 
3-11-96. He further submitted that he gave due intimation 
to the management about his ailment and in support of his 
claim he relied on three receipts of Under Certificate of 
Posting. The Enquiry Officer in his report considered those 
postal receipts but did not accept the same as the concerned 
workman could not establish if the same were related to 
any written information given to the management 
intimating the reason of his absence. I have considered the 
postal receipts produced by the concerned workman but 
in course of hearing he has failed to justify if the same were 
connected with any written information given by him to 
the mana g eme nt about his ailment. Therefore, I find no 
scope to take cognizance of the said postal receipts in 
support of the claim of the concerned workman. It is 
admitted fact that the concerned workman left the place of 
his work without giving any intimation or taking prior 
permission from the management w.e.f. 13-12-95 and in tins 
way he remained absent unauthorisedly till 12-11-96, i.e., 

the day when charge sheet against him was issued for 
committing misconduct on the ground of absenteeism. It is 
the contention of the concerned workman that he was 
declared medically fit by his attending Doctor on 4-11-96 
and on the same day he came to his place of work with a 
view to resume his duty but management did not allow him 
to work. On the contrary they issued charge sheet against 
him In spite of getting opportunity the concerned workman 
failed to substantiate the fact that with medical certificate 
of fitness he came to his place of work on 4-11-96 with a 
view to resume his duty and for which I find no scope to 
accept the such contention. It is. dear that he remained 
absent from duty for about anyear without prior permission 
or givi ng any intima tion to the management, Accordingly, 
this aspect I hold that management was justified to issue 
charge sheet against him Considering all materials on record 
I further hold that management also have been able to 
substantiate the charge brought against the concerned 
workman. 

It is seen that the Disdplinary Authority considering 
enquiry report, explanation given by the concerned 
workman and also considering other material aspects 
dismissed him from service. The order of dismissal during 
hearing was marked as ExbL M-l/*.

It is the specific claim of the concerned w’orkman 
that owing to his illness he could not attend to his duty 
and in support ol his claim not only he submitted medical 
certificate of fitness but also submitted prescriptions before 
the Enquiry Officer The Enquiry Officer in the last part of 
his repor* v rt vy :ba i\) observed to the effect “that it is fact 
that Sri Saiju Rahidas was suffering from the disease and 
under the treatment of Private Nursing Home but his only 
fault that he has not inform the management about his 
sickness”. Considering this report there is no dispute at all 
to hold that for his sickness the concerned workman was 
not in a position to attend his duty. His only fault was that 
he started remaining himself absent from duty' without 
taking permission or without giving any intimation to the 
management. That is why the management was justified in 
issuing charge sheet against him However, by the said 
charge sheet he was asked to submit his reply within 48 
hours as per provision of clause 27:1 of the Certified 
Standing Order 

When it appears very clearly from the enquiry report 
that the concemeu workman actually was lying sick during 
the period of his absence there was scope on the part of 
the Disciplinary Authority to consider his punishment as 
per provision laid down in cluse 27:1 read with clause29:l 
of the Certified Standing Order. It it seen that ignoring the 
said provision they issued order of dismissal relying on 
clause 27:2 read with clause 29:1 (ii) of the Certified Standing 
Order arbitrarily. 

In view' of the facts & circumstances discussed above 
I find no hesitation to say that order of dismissal from 
service issued against the cocenied workman w r as not at 
all justified and absolutely disproportionate to the 
misconduct committed by him and for which there is ample 
scope to review that order in view' of provision laid down 
u/s 11-A of the l.D. Act.

If not, to what 
relief the concerned workman is entitled?” 

2. Case of the concerned workman according to 
Written Statement submitted by the sponsoring on his 
behalf in brief is as follows :— 

The sponsoring union submitted that the 
concerned workman was a permanent D.C. Loader at 
Bhowra (S) Colliery, Bhowra Area No. XI. Inrtiallv on 
5-9-1970 he got his appointment as Miner. They 
submitted that during long tenure of service he never 
received any charge sheet or warning letter from the 
management for committing any misconduct. On 
1-7-87 he fell ill seriously and for which went to his 
native village and remarried under treatment of Dr. 
T.B. Bumal of Chandan Kiari. They submitted that 
as the concerned workman was not in a position to 
attend his duty on the ground of his illness he sent 
letters to that effect to the management on 3-7-88 
and 6-8-88. They submitted that after recovery’ from 
his ailment when he came to his place of work with 
medical certificate of fitness with a view to resume 
his duty management instead of allowing him to work 
issued charge sheet to him vide No. BCCL/PD/BH/ 
8/88/A/1316 dt. 8-8-1988. On receipt of the said 
charge sheet he also submitted his reply on .1 -9-88 

They’ alleged that management violating the 
provision of Sec. 25FoftheI.D. Act. Terminated him 
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from his service and deleted his name from the roll of 
the Company without providing any reasonable 
opportunity or conducting any enquiry. 

They submitted that thereafter he submitted 
several representations to the management with 
prayer to reinstate him in service but to no effect. 

They alleged that the order of dismissal of the 
concerned workman was illegal, arbitrary not only 
but also it violated the principle of natural justice 
and for which he raised an Industrial Dispute for 
conciliation which ultimately resulted reference to 
this Tribunal for adjudication. The sponsoring union 
on behalf of the concerned workman accordingly, 
submitted prayer to pass award directing the 
management to reinstate him in service setting aside 
the order of termination with full back wages and 
consequential relieves. 

3. Manage ment on the contrary after filing written 
statement-cum-rejoinder have denied all the claims and 
allegations which the sponsoring union asserted in the 
written statement submitted on behalf of the concered 
woikSnan. 

They submitted that the concerned workman was 
charge sheeted due to his long unauthorised absence from 
his duty. A Departmental enquiry in view of charge sheet 
issued to him was held against him. After departmental 
enquiry the concerned workman was found guilty to the 
charges framed against him and accordingly he was 
dismissed from service w.e.f. 13-3-89. 

After passing that order of dismissal on request of 
the workman as well as union for his reinstatement on the 
ground that he belonged to Schedule Castc/Schedule Tribe. 
The matter was enquired and ultimately the H.Q. on enquiry 
did not find the concerned workman to be member of 
Schedule Caste/Schedule Tribe community and 
accordingly the request for his reinstatement in service 
was regretted vide Letter Dt 28/29-10-91. They submitted 
that the sponsoring union raised Industrial Dispute before 
ALC(C) on 7-10-91, i.e. 2 A years after the order of dismissal 
without showing any sufficient cause for this delay. They 
submitted that delay of more than two years in raising 
Industrial Dispute makes the claim a Stale claim which is 
not maintainable in the eye of law. Accordingly, they 
submitted prayer to pass award rejecting the claim of the 
concerned workman. 

4 POINTS TO BE DECIDED 

“Whether the action of Bhowra South Colliery of 
M/s. BCCL in terminating the services of Shri 
Jalleshwar Modi, D.C. Loader. Bhowra S outh Collier}', 
U.G. Mines, w.e.f. 14-3-89 is justified? If not, to what 
relief the concerned workman is entitled?” 


5. FINDWG WITH REASONS: 

It transpires from the record that before taking up 
hearing of this case on merit it was taken into consideration 
if domestic enquiry held against the concerned workman 
as claimed by the management was fair, proper and in 
accordance with the principle of natural justice. The said 
issue on preliminary point was disposed of vide order No. 

66 dt. 21-5-04 against the management and for which 
opportunity was given to them to adduce evidence on 
merit to establish the charge brought against the concerned 
workman but that too was not availed of by the 
management 

In view of this position the point which is to be taken 
into consideration is whether termination of the concerned 
workman from his service by the management was j ustified. 

Considering the materials on record there is no 
dispute to hold that concerned workman was D.C. Loader 
of Bhowra (S) Colliery. It is admitted fact that the concerned 
workman was absent from duty w.e.f. 1-7-87 to 3-9-88. It 
has also been admitted by him that on 3-9-88 when he came 
to his place of work with a view to resume his duty along 
with Medical Certificate but management instead of allowing 
him to work issued charge sheet bearing No. BCCL/PD/ 
BH/8/88/A/1316 dt. 8-8-88 to which he subnutted his reply. 

It is the specific allegation of the sponsoring union that 
management without holding any domestic enquiry and 
also without giving him any opportunity to hear dismissed 
him from service. 

Therefore, from the submission of the sponsoring 
union it has been exposed that concerned workman was 
absent from duty w.e.f. 1-7-87 to 3-9-88. a charge sheet dt. 
8-8-88 was issued to him on 3-9-88 wheq he came to his 
place of work with medical certificate with a view to resume 
his duty and thereafter he was dismissed from service'vide 
letter No. PS/BM(5)/89/DlSS/455 dt. 13-3-89. 

It is the contention of the sponsoring union that 
neither any domestic enquiry was held nor any 
opportunity was given to the concerned workman to 
defend his claim before he was dismissed from his service 
by the management. The management on the contrary 
counteracting the claim of the sponsoring union submitted 
that before terminating the concerned workman from 
service domestic enquiry was held against him and due 
opportunity was given to him to defend his case. In spite 
of claiming so the management have failed to produce a 
single scrap of paper to show that domestic enquiry was 
held agmnst him. Even they have failed to disclose the 
name of the Enqairv Officers who conducted domestic 
enquiry against Mm.

AWARD 

1 The Central Government in exercise of the 
powers conferred under Clause 'D 1 of sub-sections 1 & 
2(A) to Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
(hereinafter referred to as the ’Act 1 ) has referred this 
industrial dispute for adjudication to this 1 ribunal which 
runs as under:— ^ 

•Whether Shri Gopal Sharma S/o Shri Sohan Lai 
Sharma was in continous service of Aravali 


Kshetriya Gramin Bank at Tonk from September 
1997 to August 1998 or not as defined under 
Section .25 (B) of I.D. Act, 1947? If yes, to what 
relief is Shri Gopal Sharma i s entitled?” 

2. The workman has pleaded in his claim 
statement that he was employed as a 4th Class on daily 
wages on 2-9-97 in area office of the non-applicant bank, 
who was thereafter transferred to Bambhore where he 
worked upto 13-8-98, but his service was dispensed with 
on 14-8-98 without following the provision under Section 
25-F of the Act. He has further stated that the work was 
taken from him by the employer under the various names 
as stated at para 5 of the claim statement, but the payment 
of wages was made to him through the vouchers. He 
has objected it before the concerned authority, but his 
request was not acceded to. He has also mentioned that 
no seniority list was prepared and at the time of 
terminating his service, the junior workmen to him were 
retained by the bank in violation of Section 25-G of the 
Act and after his termination fresh recruitment was made 
by the bank without following the provision under 
Section 25-H of the Act. He has urged that his termination 
order be declared as unjustified and illegal and he be 
reinstated in the service with its continuity and 
consequential benefits. 

3. The non-applicant, disputing the claim, has 
averred in his written counter that the workman was 
employed as a part-time employee for cleaning and 
dusting in the premises who worked only about 2-3 
hours a day and had performed the work on the days 
exhibited in the table contained at para 2 of the written 
statement. As per the averments of the non-applicant, 
the workman has worked only 46 days in the year 1997 
and 25 days in the year 1998,71 days in total, who did 
not turn up after 31-3-98. It has been further stated that 
after following the prescribed procedure the 
appointments are made in the bank, that no work was 
taken from the workman under the fictitious names as 
alleged by him and that no fresh appointment was made 
since the day the workman stopped working with the 
bank. The non-applicant has categorically stated that 
the workman has never continuously worked over 240 
days in a calendar year. 

4 . In the rejoinder, while reiterating the facts as 
narrated in his claim statement, the workman has stated 
that he was a full-time employee who used to work 
8 hours a day. 

5. In the evidence, the workman has submitted 
his affidavit and in the defence, the counter-affidavits 
of MW-1, Chandrashekhar Pancholi and MW-2, Vasiulla 
Khan have been placed on the record. All the three 
witnesses were cross-examined by the respective 
opposite representative. Both the parties have also led 
the documentary evidence on the record. 

6 I have heard both the parties and have scanned 
the record. 

7. On the pleadings, the following points for 
determination spring up:

13. So far as the payment of wages through the 
instruments Ex. W-l and Ex W-2 is concerned, with the 
assistance of these documents it could not be proved 
that the workman had performed 240 days of actual work 
in the calendar year nor these days could be linked with 
the period in question.

M~ 13 to M-24 are in the names of different persons ot liei 
than the workman and to rebut this fact that the payment 
or wages was not made to the bearers of the cheques, 
but it was made to the workman, he could not bring out 
any convincing ice amentary cr oral evidence on the 
record.

14. Contrary to it. the bank has come with a plea 
that the payment of wages was made to the workman 
through the cheques Ex. M-1 to Ex. M-9 which bear his 
name respectively and through the three advices Ex. 
M-10 to Ex. M-12. When the workman has admitted this 
fact that the cheques Ex, M-l to Ex. M-9 carry his name 
respectively, then there is nothing to disbelieve the 
submission advanced on behalf of the bank that the 
payment of wages was made to the workman through the 
cheques bearing his name and the amount of the cheques 
E\. M-l 3 to M-24 was given to the bearers of these 
cheques. As such, the workman has not been able to 
satisfy that the payment of wages through the cheques 
Ex M-l 3 to Ex. M-24 was only made to him and on the 
basis of these documents, tile working days cannot be 
reckoned in favour of the workman. 

15. The workman's deposition is that he had 
continuously worked as a full-time employee from 
2-9-1997 to 13-8-1998 but has admitted that appointment 
and termination order were not issued to him in writing 
Therefore, his oral evidence stands uncorroborated by 
any other cogent evidence. On the other hand, the non¬ 
applicant at para 2 of his written-counter has exhibited a 
table detailing the number of days, the amount of wages 
paid to the workman and the cheque no, through which 
the payment of wages was made to him and has conic 
with a specific plea that the workman has worked only for 
46 days in the year 1997 and 25 days in the year 1998. 
With the assistance of the instruments Ex. M-l to M-l 2. 
he has endeavourd to show that the workman had 
intermittently worked during the period from 13-10-1997 
to 1-3-1998 only for 71 days in total and subsequent to 
1-3-1998, he did not turn up to the work. This evidence 
adduced on behalf of the non-applicant could not be 
rebutted by the workman. As such, the workman has failed 
to prove that he had completed 240 days in a calendar 
year preceding to the date of his termination. 

16. The submission of the Id. representative for t lie 
non-applicant that the workman could not adduce the 
reliable documentary evidence to prove this fact is 
fortified by the decision reported in (2002) 3 SCC 25 
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His submission further finds strength from the decision 
2003 (III) LLJ Raj. 198, wherein his Lordship has observed 
that where the workman had performed for intermittent 
periods and no proof of 240 days of continuous service 
could be produced, then in such a case, he is not entitled 
for the benefit under Section 25-F of the Act. 

17. Accordingly, this point is decided against the 

workman and in favour of the non-applicant. 

Point No, II & HI 

18. The Id. representative for the workman contends 
that the junior employees to the workman were retained 
by the bank while the service of the wrokman was 
terminated and this fact has been admitted by the 
management witnesses. This submission has been 
opposed on behalf of the bank by contending that no 
junior person was retained. Similarly, the Id. representative 
for the workman has contended that after the termination 
of the workman, fresh hands were recruited by the bank. 
This contention has also been opposed on behalf of the 
bank and the Id. representative for the bank has submitted 
that in the reference the date of termination of the service 
of workman has not been mentioned, therefore, the 
question of termination cannot be decided in this matter. 
The Id. representative has placed his reliance upon 2002 
(2)WLN 671. 

19. Indeed, the workman has agitated both these 
issues in his pleadings by stating that at the time of 
terminating his service the junior employees to him were 
retaind by the bank and that subsequent to liis termination 
the bank had recruited the fresh hands. On behalf of the 
bank, these contentions have been sought to be 
controverted. On behalf of the workman, tine management 
witnesses have also been cross-examined on both these 
points respectively. But now the question which emerges 
is whether both these issues which relate to the protection 
under Sections 25-G and 25-H of the Act respectively, 
being not covered in the terms of reference, can be 
considered by the Tribunal or not. The terms of the 
reference speak as to whether the workman was in 
continuous service in the non-applicant bank from 
September, 1997 to August, 1998 or not as defined under 
Section 25-B of the ID Act. Thus, this reference is only 
limited to the benefit available to the workman under 
Section 25-B of the Act. Evidently, the date of termination 
of the sendee of the workman has not been mentioned m 
this reference. Therefore, the jurisdiction which is 
conferred by this reference to this Court is only limited to 
the completion of 240 dayr of actual service by the 
workman in a calendar year preceding to lus date of 
termination as defined under Section 25-B of the Act and 
the question of termination has not been, referred t° this 
Tribunal vide the reference in question, whereas both 
these issues relate to the termination of the workman. 
Though enough opportunity was afforded to the workman 
to get it amended, vet it was in vain. Again, it is a well- 
settled law that the Tribunal cannot travel beyond the 
terms of the reference which is equally applicable to the 
contesting parties to the dispute. Therefore, the pleadings 
adopted bv the workman on both these points cannot be 
entertained and the submissions advanced on his benalt

cannot be considered by this Tribunal in the absence of 
the jurisdiction in view of the terms of the reference 
pending before it. In 2002 (2) WLN 671, a question was 
posed before the Hon'ble High Court as to whether the 
date of termination can be modified by the Court even on 
the basis'of the consent of both the parties and the 
Hon'ble Court has observed that it does not fall within 
the jurisdiction of the Tribunal. In conformity with the 
decisions rendered by the Hon'ble Supreme Court, the 
Hon'ble Court has observed that jurisdiction to deal with 
a case is a creation of the statute and it cannot be created 
by acquiescence of the party or by the order of the Court. 
The l%i'ble Court goes on to say that the Tribunal can 
deal with only the dispute referred to it and the matters 
incidental thereto, but cannot travel beyond the terms of 
reference. The Hon'ble Court has referred to the 
observation made by their Lordships of the Hon'ble Apex 
Court in AIR 1979 SC 1356, which says that the Industrial 
Tribunal has no jurisdiction to go beyond the terms of 
the reference and to enquire into the question which is 
not involved in the reference and if the Tribunal travels 
beyond the terms of the reference, the award is nullified 
and would not confer any right upon the party. 

20. Following the principle propounded by the 
Hon'ble High Court supra, this Court has got no 
jurisdiction to adjucicate on both these issues which are 
not covered by the terms of the reference. With these 
observations, both these points stand disposed of. 

21. To conclude, the woikman is entitled to no relief. 

22. In the result, the reference is answered in the 
negative against the workman and in favour of the 
management and it is held that the workman was not in 
continuous service of the non-applicant bank at Tonk 
from September, 1997 to August, 1998 as defind under 
Section 25-B of the Act. The claim of the workman is 
dismissed. An award is passed in these terms accordingly. 

23. Let a copy of the award be sent to the Central 
Government for publication under Section 17(1) of the 
Act.

5. That the Railway Board under the Ministry of 
Railways, New Delhi vide its order No. PC-W/91/CRC/1 
dated 27-1-1993 granted re-structuring benefits to the Group 
of staff in the cadre of PWI in Grade-I on promotion from 
PWI, Grade-11 by modified Selection and instructed all the 
Zonal Railways to implement the benefits under the order 
with effect from 1-3-1993 

6. That the Workmen are deprived from the re- 
structural benefit under the said order when the Workmen 
deprived from the categorical restructuring benefit. They 
tried to negotiate their disputes through their Union to get 
restructural benefits granted by the Railway Board but the 
Management did not consider their “just dues” and as a 
result of which they were not benefited as instructed by 
the order of the Railway BoarcJ stated herein before. 

7. That a conciliation proceeding was taken up by 
the ALCC, Guwahati at the instance of their Union but the 
Management remain absent from attending the conciliation 
proceeding in spite of issuance of repeated notices by the 
Labour Commissioner as a result of which the conciliation 
proceeding taken up by the Labour Commissioner was 
failed.

3. The Hon'ble Tribunal passed the order dated 
20-4-98 and granted ex-par te, ad-interim relief in terms of 
prayer clause 3 till 11-5-98. 

4. A notice was issued to the opponent by Ex. 6. 
Reply and objection was filed on behalf of the oponent 
No. 1 to 7. The brief fact of the reply is that the complaint 
is illegal, invalid and not maintainable. Looking to the 
nature of interim relief claimed by the opponent it appears 
that it is as good as final relief which can not be granted at 
the interim stage therefore it is deserved to be discharged. 
According to the provision of the I.D. Act, every 
individual person who is aggrieved can file the complaint 
under section 33 A of the I.D. Act and if one is filed on 
behalf of the other employees in that case authorization of 
the other complainants are required to be produced. The 
present complainant is not authorized by the persons 
shown Annexure A-l. The opponent has filed a reply in 
Reference No. 47/97 and the opponent relies upon it and it 
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mar be considered as part of this reply. There « no 
violation of Section 33 and there is no cause for filing of 
this complaint. The contentions of para 1 (a) of the 
complaint is disputed and the issue related to contract 
labour is outside the scope and the ambit of courts 
jurisdiction. Persons shown in Annexure-A are not regular 
employees of the Railway establishment but whenever 
anv exigency arises, they are engaged by the station 
masters as on piece rates and paid labour charges in 
accordance to notified and agreed rates. They are not on 
the muster roll of the railway and they are not recruitedby 
the railway. The persons are engaged in loading and 
unloading’ of parcels/goods as per provision of para 
2302(iii) of IRCM volume 2. The work can be done through 
regular staff through duly authorized contractors andl also 
through stations masters authorized in this behalf. Thus 
concerned workmen authorized to act as handing 
contractor by letters dated24-8-94 and 2-3-95 and payment 
is made to them on the basis of actual weight handled by 
them and station muster can ask anybody to do the work 
It is not regular nature of work being done continuously 8 
hours a day. The work is entrusted as and when 
requirements arises. The work is of casual nature and same 
IS done on intermittent bases and they are not regular 
sen ants. Thus till the status is not decided no relief can 
be granted it is denied that the persons are working since 
last 15 years. Contract is awarded from 1-5-98 to pnvate 
contractors M/s. Amit & Co. Baroda. No prima-facie case 
of the complainants and balance of convenience is not 
also in their favour. There is no case of irreparable loss 
and injury. Thus interim relief may be vacated.

As per Ex. W1, which is the statement for payment of 
bonus for the year ending 31-3-1997, the working 
days of the first party have been shown as 96 days. Ex. 
W2 showing the payment of wages and the days of the 
work by the first party is for the period from 1-4-97 to 
31 - 3-98 to show that he worked for 228 days. Ex. W3 is 
again the statement showing the payment of bonus and 
the number of working days shown as 285 days 
pertaining to the year ending 31-3-99. Ex. W4 is another 
bonus payment statement for the year ending 31-3-99 
showing actual working days as 285 days. As per Ex. 
W5 which is the statement with regard to the days worked 


and payment made by and for the first party, he is shown 
to have worked for a period of about 285 days. It is for 
the period from 1-4-99 to 31-3-2000. Ex. W6 to W8 and 
W15 to W19 are the slips issued by the branch concerned 
showing the working days and the payment of wages 
by and to the first party. As per Ex. W6 for the month of 
October, 1999 he worked for 22 days. As per Ex. W7 for 
the month of November he worked for 23 days. As per 
Ex. W8 he worked for 26 days for the month of December, 

1999. As per Ex. W9 he worked for 25 days for the month 
of January and for 29 days for the month of February 

2000, for the month ofMarch 2000 as per Ex. 10 he worked 
for 25 days, for the month of April 2000 he worked for 22 
days, for the month of May 25 days, for the month of 
June 23 days, for.the month of July 2000, 27 days, for the 
month of August 22 days and for the month of September 
12 days. He was also paid wages for the month of October 
2000 as per Ex. W20 (The figures and wordings are not 
very much legible). Therefore, from the above statements, 
genuinness of which as rioted above, not denied and 
disputed by the management would substantiate and 
establish the above said statement of first party made at 
para 4 of his affidavit. 

10. As seen above, the only statement made by 
MW1 in his cross-examination was to the effect that the 
first party did not work for 240 days or more in a year 
immediately preceding his alleged termination, lie did 
not dispute the figures of the working days of first party 
in the earlier years. To decide the controversy in between 
the parties we are also not very much concerned as to 
whether in the earlier years 1996-97, 1998-99 the first 
party actually worked for 240 days or more or not. Here 
we are concerned to see as to whether he actually 
worked for 240 days or more during the 12 calendar 
months i.e. October 1999 to October 2000 and this fact 
as noted above, has been very much substantiated and 
corroborated in the oral as well as in the documentary 
evidence produced by the first party. The documents at 
Ex. W6 to Ex. W19 would speak to the fact that in those 
12 calendar months, the first party worked for 285 days, 
of course there is some artificial breaks of one or two 
days in between the months that too excluding the 
Sundays and Holidays. Therefore, in the instant case, 
the mandate of Section 25(B) that first party worked for 
240 days and more in a particular calendar year hasbeen 
very much complied with. Now this being the case, it 
canno t be said that provisions of Section 25 F read with 
Section 2(00) of foe ID Act are not attracted. If that were 
to be the case, undisputedly, there being nieithfcr any 
notice issued nor waged were paid in lieu of the notice 
nor any retrenchment compensation was paid to the first

AWARD 

This is a reference made by the Central Government 
under Section 10(1 )(d) and (2 A) of Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 to this Court for adjudication. The dispute 
referred is:— 

"Whether the demand of the Central PWD 
Mazdoor Union, Manalayathu Veedu, 
Kodunganoor P. O., Thiruvananthapuram-695013 
for the regularization of Shri K. Raveendran, Beldar 
as Laboratory Assistant w.e.f. 17-4-1995 is legal 
and justified ?” 

2. On notice, both sides entered appearance. The 
workman represented by Branch Secretary, CPWD 
Mazdoor Union. Thiruvananthapuram filed a claim 
statement contending as follows :— 

Shri K. Raveendran jointed service of CPWD on 
9-12-1985 as NMR Carpenter at Thiruvananthapuram 
He was confirmed in (he service as an unskilled worker 
(Beldar) on 1-3-1993 After two years, on i0-4-1995 lie 
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was transferred to quality Control Section, 
Thiruvananthapuram by the Superintending, Engineer, 
Thiruvananthapuram. There he was performing the 
duties of Laboratory Assistant. He has the qualification 
to be a Lab Assistant. The Work Charge Beldars who 
were peforming the duties of Lab Assistant but were 
not paid the scale of pay in the higher post, h ad raised a 
dispute demanding higher pay and it was subjected to 
arbitration. An arbitration award was passed which was 
modified by the Horible Delhi High Court. On the basis 
of the arbitration award, t he Department of CPWD issued 
an OM on 9-9-1999 directing re-categorisation of Work 
Charge establishment staff of CPWD and payment of 
higher scale of pay ment ioned in the OM. The claimant 
is entitled to similar treatment as he is performing the 
duties of Lab. Assistant and he has the requisite 
qualification for that post. However, he is not paid 
emoluments in tune w ith his duties. Therefor e, he claims 
higher scale of pay as mentioned in OM of 9-9-1999 and 
regularization as Lab. Assistant from 17-4-1995. 

3. The management (Supdg. Engineer, CPWD, 
Thiruvananthapuram) filed written statement denying 
the claim of the worker and contending that the w orker 
was transferred to Quality' Control Section on 10-4-1995 
as Beldar and not as Lab. Assistant. His duty in the 
Quality Control Section was to carry materials brought 
for testing to the room of testing and take them back. 
The testing work is done by Assistant Engineer, Quality 
Control. He is the technically qualified person. Shri K. 
Raveendran w'as not performing the duty of Lab. 
Assistant at any time but only helping the A.E. in 
earn ing out the test by bringing building materials to 
the Lab room and taking them back. The OM of 9-9-1999 
is applicable only to those Work Charge Beldars on the 
roll of CPWD on 1-4-1981 and not thereafter. Shri K. 
Raveendran was regularized as Work Charge Beldar only 
on 1-3-1993. There is no post of Lab. Assistant in the 
Southern region of CPWD. There is no necessity also at 
present to create such a post. The wurker does not have 
required qualification to be a Lab. Assistant either by 
direct recruitment or by promotion. He is age-barred and 
he has no experience as per Recruitment Rules. Lab. 
Assistant is not a promotion post either. Under the 
circumstances, the claim of the worker can not stand 
and is liable to be dismissed. 

The points for consideration are : 

(1) Was the worker transferred to Quality Control 
Section as Beldar or Lab. Assistant ? 

(2) Was the worker performing the duties of a 
Lab. Assistant in Quality 7 Control Section ? 

(3) Is he entitled to higher pay scale ? 

(4) is he entitled for regularization as Lab. Assis¬ 
tant ? 

(5) Relief and costs. 


5. Evidence consists ofthe oral testimony of WW1. 

and documents Exts. W1 to W4 on the side of Union 
and MW1 and Exts.

Point No. 1: 

6 . There is no dispute that Shri K. Raveendran 
was appointed as Beldar in CPWD on 9-12-1985, 
that he was confirmed as Beldar on 1-3-1993, that 
he was transferred to Quality Control Section, 
Thiruvananthapuram on 10-4-1995. and that be joined 
duty in quality Control Section in 17-4-1995.

Ext. X2 transfer order, Shri K. Raveendran who was a 
Beldar in TCSDIII was transferred as a Beldar and not as 
Lab. Assistant to Quality Control Section. The point is 
answered accordingly. 

Point No. 2 

7 The major dispute is w hether Shri K. Raveendran 
was perfeiming the duties of Lab. Assistant^ Quality 
Control Section. Let me say at the outset that there is no 
other staff or officer in Quality Control S ection other 
than the Assistant Engineer (QC) and Shri K. Raveendran, 
whatever be his designation. The Assiftant Engineer 
has to perform the quality tests of building materials like 
bricks, tiles, metal, concrete mixture, wood, etc. for their 
moisture content, compression strength, etc. He has also 
the duty to visit construcxion sites at different places 
from Thiruvananthapuram to ThriSsur. These facts 
are admitted and there can be no doubt that many 
construction work of Central Government institutions 
may be going on at the same time in different places 
from Thiruvananthapuram to Thrissur. The AE(QC) has 
to visit all these places to check the quality of building 
materials as well as the quality of the work in progress. 
A question therefore arises who vyill then attend to the 
quality testing work in the Lab at Thiruvanantlwpuram 
in the absence of A.E. No doubt, be is the technically 
qualified person to conduct the tests.

8 . What exactly is the nature of the work done by 
K. Raveendran in the laboratory is not disclosed by the 
management. It is repeatedly stated that K. Raveendran 
is not performing the duties of a Lab. Assistant and he 
was never engaged as Lab. Assistant. According to 
MW1, the job of K. Raveendran is to carry building 
materials to the testing place and take them back after 
the test and return them to the persons who brought the 
materials for test. According to him, there is neither a 
Lab. Assistant nor a Lab. Attendant in the Quality Control 
Section. The work of an Attendant is also done by 
Assistant Engineer (QC). It is difficult to believe that an 
Engineer would do the work of an Attendant especially 
when a Beldar is available in a Sectioa The Beldar cannot 
remain a spectator when A.E. is doing the menial work 
of an Attendant. Though he is not duty bound, he will 
be compelled to help AE. in the exigency of the situation. 
The A.E. (QQ being a technically qualified person needs 
only do the actual testing and recording of the result of 
the tests. But, before testing some preliminary 
arrangements have to be made. That has to be done by 
the Lab Assistant. What are the pretesting arrangements 
to be made, there is none to speak. MW1, Ex. Engineer 
who has no control over the A.E. (QC) and no 
supervisory capacity over the Lab. (QC) has come 
forward to speak on behalf of the management. For 
reasons best known to the management, the competent 
witness, AE (QC) is not examined. The actual truth would 
have come out had he been examined. Somehow, he is 
kept in the background and a person totally unconnected 
with the matter is put in the box to discharge the duty of 
tendering evidence on the side of management. In the 
light of the admissions in Exts. XI, W2 & W3 and the 
circumstances mentioned above, I have no hesitation to 
find that Shri K. Raveendran, though he was transferred 
to Quality Control Section as Beldar, has been performing 
the duties of a Lab. Assitant. Answered accordingly'. 

Points No. 3 & 4: 

9. The demand is for regularization of the worker 
as Lab. Assistant from 17-4-1995 and for payment 
accordingly. I have already observed that there is no 
sanctioned post of Lab, Assistant in the Southern 
Region of CPWD . If so, to regularize the worker in that 
category a post has to be created. The question is 
whether this Court has the competence to direct the 
department to create a post. I am afraid, it is beyond the 
pales of this Tribunal to do so. It is the province of the 
concerned Department to create posts. An employee 
cannot stake a claim to a post which does not exist. 
According to the learned counsel for the Union, the 
Industrial Tribunal has ample power to vary the terms of 
contract and order to re-categorise the worker if situation 
demands. The learned counsel relied on a passage from 
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0 P. Malhotra's "The Law of Industrial Disputes' Vol. I, 
Sixth Edition, pages 963 & 964 to bring home his 
contention that it is always open to industrial 
adjudication to consider the condition of employment 
of labour and to vary them, if found necessary. Another 
passage from page 966 of the same book touching this 
aspect reads as follows :— 

"The industrial tribunals intended to adjudicate 
industrial disputes between the management and 
workmen, settle them, and pass effective awards in such 
a way that industrial peace between the employers and 
the employees may be maintained so that there can be 
more production to benefit all concerned. For the above 
purpose, the industrial tribunals, as far as practicable, 
should not be constrained by the formal rules of law and 
should avoid inability to arrive at an effective award to 
meet justice in a particular dispute". 

The Federal Court in Western India Automobile 
Associatioa v. Industrial Tribunal, Bombay (1949) LLJ 
245 at 256 [AIR (36) (1949) Federal Court 111] observed 
that adjudication does not mean adjudication according 
to strict law of master and servant. The award of the 
Tribunal may contain provisions for settlement of a 
dispute which no court could order if it was bound by 
ordinary law, but the Tribunal is not fettered in any way 
by these limitations. In the decided case the Industrial 
Dispute was whether a dismissed employee can be 
ordered to be reinstated. That case cannot be compared 
with the case on hand. In the present case, the workman 
was appointed only as a Beldar and not as a Lab. 
Assistant. Therefore, there is no contract of service with 
regard to the post of Lab. Assistant. There is no post 
also of Lab. Assistant in the Quality Control Section or 
in the Southern Region of CPWD. Therefore, until such 
a post is sanctioned by competent authority the 
employee cannot claim the post. The creation of the 
post of Lab. Assistant and re-categorisation of Beldar 
as Lab. Assistant is not a term of contract of service in 
the instant case. There was no promise also to absorb 
him as Lab. Assistant Therefore, this Court cannot direct 
the management to create a post and appoint the worker 
in that post. It is for the department to consider that 
aspect and if found necessary, sanction the post. 
Whether the workman has the requisite qualification for 
the post of Lab. Assistant as mentioned in the 
Recruitment Rules Ext. M1 is a matter for consideration 
by the department at the appropriate time. As per Ext. 
Ml, Recruitment Rules, a Lab. Assistant can be 
appointed either by direct recruitment or by promotion/ 
deputation or transfer. In case of direct recruitment the 
age limit is 18-25 years and qualification is matriculation 
and two year's experience in a laboratory. If the 
appointment is by promotion/transfer, then there is no 
age limit but should have passed matriculation and 
possess 5 year's experience as a Laboratory Attendant. 


So for as ft. Raveendran is concerned, he was transferred 
to Quality Control Section on 17-4-1995 and has been 
workingthere gaining experience of a Lab. Assistant. It 
is again a matter for consideration by the management. 
Suffice it to say that this Tribunal is not competent to 
direct the management to sanction a post and regularize 
the worker in that post. 

10. However, the worker has been performing the 
duties of a Lab. Assistant ever since he was posted in 
Quality Control Section. I have already mentioned that 
there is ample documentary evidence to prove that 
aspect. Besides, there was a conciliation for settlement 
of dispute between the management and the worker in 
the presence of Assistant Labour Commissioner,. 
Thin i yanflnthap iiram on26-2-2004, But, the conciliation 
was a failure and hence the dispute was referred to this 
Court. Ext. W1 is the copy of conciliation procedings 
aforementioned It shows that MW1, who represented 
the management in the conciliation had suggested to 
the Assistant Labour Commissioner that the Department 
would consider the demand for payment of honorarium 
to K. Raveendran for having discharged the duty of 
Lab. Assistant up to the period he had worked. This is 
an added admission on behalf of management that the 
so called Beldar was not working merely as a Beldar but 
was performing higher duties. If so, is he not entitledfor 
better pay of that of a Lab. Assistant even though such 
post is not yet sanctioned? It is to be noted that in other 
regions of CPWD, there is a category of Lab. Assistant 
and that is why Recruitment Rules provide for selection 
of Lab. Assistants. Sometime in the past Beldars who 
were performing the duties of Lab. Assistant made a 
demand for regularization in the post of Lab. Assistant 
and higher scale of pay. This was a subject of arbitration 
and an arbitration award was passed which was modified 
by Hon'ble Delhi High Court. On the basis of the 
Arbitration Award, an O.M. dated 9-9-1999 was issued 
by the department and Beldars who were on the roll of 
CPWD as on 1-4-1981 and performing the duties of Lab. 
Assistant were directed to be re-classified as Lab. 
Assistant and pay scale of that post. No doubt, Shri K. 
Raveendran was appointed as Beldar only in 1985. 
Therefore, the O.M. and the arbitration award do not 
apply to his case. The Demand of K. Raveendran or 
s imilar B eldars perfarming~tfae duties of Lab. Assistant 
after 1-4-1981 has not been a subject of adjudication or 

arbitration so far. However, The situation is similar to 
the one mentioned above and in O.M. (W4) dt. 9-9-1999. 

Therefore, a question arises whether Shri It. Raveendran 
is entitled for similar treatment re garding pay.
